13.—After the 
reading of the jou rnal Mr. McKinley of 
Ohio moved th a t speeches in general 
debate on the tariff bill bo limited to one 
minute. 
T he absence of a quorum ren­ 
dered a call of tile House necessary. 
A 
quorum 
appearing, the 
motion 
was 
agreed to (after two ioll-ealls), and the 
House 
went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Payson of Illinois in the 
chair, on the tariff bill. 
As tho result of the vote the tariff bill 
was taken up under the five-minute rule. 
Mr. Anderson offered an amendment 
authorizing the President to suspend 
the duty on any article when he may be 
convinced the production of said article 
Is controlled by any trust or combination 
to govern prices or production. 
Mr. McMillin adv orated the amend­ 
ment, but expressed his belief th a t it 
would not be agreed to. 
He then made 
an attack upon trusts and combines, and 
said th at nothing would be done against 
trusts as long as the Republican party 
was in the majority in the House. 
Mr. Grosvenor said the talk about 
trusts did not look well when the last 
Congress failed to do anything against 
them, but on the contrary the head of 
the greatest trust in the country came 
here and went into the ways and means 
committee and soon thereafter the sugar 
feature of the bill was changed to the 
great benefit of the trust 
Mr. Mills excitedly replied th a t the 
statem ent was false. 
Mr. Grosvenor—We now hear again 
the old plantation slogan. 
[Applause 
on the Republican side.] 
M r McMillan denied th at any repre­ 
sentative of the sugar tru st had ever 
appeared before the committee, and in 
reply to a direct question by Mr. Gros­ 
venor said: 
‘T have no knowledge th a t 
Mr. llaverm eyer was in tho committee 
room or in Washington the day before 
or at any time preceding the change in 
the sugar schedule.” 
Mr. McMillin then asked how sugar 
tru st certificates had risen 810.000,000 
since the McKinley bill was reported. 
* Mr. Grosvenor retorted th a t he would 
like to know how the tru st was formed 
when there was a Democratic m ajority 
in the House. 
Mr. Millin replied th a t the jute tru st 
and the sugar tru st were formed under 
Republican tariff laws. 
Mr. Grosvenor asked if it were not 
tru e th a t the ways and means committee 
of the Fiftieth Congress changed its 
sugar schedule the day following the 
visit of Mr. H averm eyer of New York. 
Mr. McMillin said the schedule was 
never changed in consequence of any 
visit of Mr. Havermeyer. 
So far as he 
knew Mr. llaverineyer did not visit the 
committee or any members of it. 
Mr. Mills said he was sorry anything

JUDGE 
SABIN 
PASSES 
AWAY. 


The N evada Jurist Dies in San Francisco o f 


Stom ach Disorder, 
S a n F r a n c is c o , Cal., May 13.—Judge 
Sabin of the United States District court 
for Nevada died at the Palace hotel yes­ 
terday. 
Judge Sabin had been ill only 
about two weeks, and it had been only 
the last three or four days th a t the mal­ 
ady took a serious turn. 
At the begin­ 
ning of his illness he suffered from 
rheum atic gout and stomach disordej. 
L ater the stomach refused to perform 
its functions, and 
he gradually grew 
weaker and passed away quietly. 
Judge Sabin was a native of Ohio and 
born fifty-six years ago. 
A fter gradu­ 
ating from the W estern Reserve college 
a t Hudson, Ohio, he removed to Madi­ 
son, Wis., where he was admitted to the 
bar. 
Ju d g e Sabin served throughout 
the war and attained the rank of colo­ 
nel. 
He served for a time as assistant 
adjutant-general of the army, and after 
the Vicksburg campaign was made judge 
advocate. 
A fter the war he removed to Nevada, 
locating at Enreka, where he formed a 
law partnership with W. W. Bishop. In 
1881 he was appointed United States 
district judge for Nevada and spent 
some time assisting the United States 
judge at San Francisco. 
Judge Sabin 
was never married. 
He leaves a sister- 
in-law in this city and a nephew and 
niece in Portland, Ore. 


BODY 
BLOW AT PROHIBITION. 


Ju d ge Crozier Finds U nconstitutional 
Clause in th e Kansas Law. 
L e a v e n w o r t h , Kan., May 13.—Judge 
Crozier of this, the F irst judicial dis­ 
trict of Kansas, has rendered a decision 
declaring part of the State prohibition 
law unconstitutional. 
The decision was 
rendered in a case where the assistant 
Attorney-General of the State for this 
county summoned Street Commissioner 
Dennis Ryan and others before him to 
give information under oath as to viola­ 
tions of the prohibition law. 
Ryan and the others refused to givo 
any 
information, 
and 
the assistant 
attorney-general had them committed to 
jail for contempt. 
Habeas corpus pro­ 
ceedings to secure their release wero 
begun before Judge Crozier, who hand­ 
ed down a lengthy decision ordering 
their discharge from custody. 
In the 
d ecisio n the judge p ro n o u n c e s u n c o n s ti­ 
tu tio n a l the p ro v isio n of the law confer­ 
ring power upon tile attorney-general 
and his assistants to summon persons 
before them to testify as to violations of 
law so th at they can issue an indictm ent 
against the persons so informed on, as 
it is an attem pt to confer judicial power 
upon a prosecuting officer. 
The decision gives great comfort to 
liquor men and resubmissionists here, 
who are preparing to make a d eter­ 
mined fight this fall for tho repeal of 
tho prohibitory law. 


S a n F r a n c isc o , 
May 13.—Late ad­ 
vices say th at in tho groat storm of 
March 4 the schooner Eliza Mary was 
driven on the reefs at Mallicalo in tho 
New Hebrides. 
It was impossible to 
see anything through the blinding rain 
till just before the vessel struck. 
T here 
were on board a crew of eighteen, two 
passengers, forty-four recruits, and fif­ 
teen returning laborers, making a total 
of seventy-five men. 
T he first boat 
which was lowered was manned by four 
white men and several of the black crew. 
The boat was dashed to pieces while 
going on shore and tin* four white men 
wero drowned. 
Those w harem ained on 
board ship wero saved. 
Several of the 
recruits swam from the shore and wero 
either drowned or killed after landing. 
One boy had to fight his way on shore to 
the mission station, ten miles off. 
He, 
with twenty of his companions, went 
with some natives to a village near the 
coast, where they were given food, but 
while eating the savages set upon them 
and began tomahawking the castaways. 
Tho boy ran and escaped. 
In all, four 
white men and forty-seven blacks wero 
lost

The State H ouse P artly U nroofed and 
O ther Building* W recked. 
J e f f e r s o n C ity*,

May 13.—A 
terrible hurricane, accompanied by an 
extraordinary fall of rain, swept over 
this city 
yesterday 
afternoon 
at 
o'clock. 
T he wind blew a t the rate of 
sixty-five miles an hour and the rain fell 
in torrents. 
A large section of tho roof 
of tho State house was blown off and 
the offices below wero deluged with 
water. 
Tho roof of the penitentiary hospital 
was blown away and much Inconven­ 
ience to tho patients was occasioned. 
A heavy area of stone on the top of the 
rear wall of St. P atrick ’s cathedral was 
lifted off. 
I t crashed through the roof 
to the basement below, wrecked the al­ 
tar. and ruined the sacristy. 
Small houses all over town were de­ 
molished, and much damage was done 
trees and shrubbery. 
In tho country 
north of here many barns wero demol­ 
ished and miles of fences wero leveled 
to the ground.

N inety-Three Years Old. 
A correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Press at Everett, Pa., writes to that 
paper as follows: 
“ During my stay in 
Chili, where I was employed as the 
superintendent of a silver mine near 
Huasco, I came in contact with sin In­ 
dian who was found, after careful in­ 
vestigation, to be at least 198 years 
old. 
His name is Joloquinn Happole. 
Tho miners call him Hercules. 
Hap- 
pole was born in the southern part of 
Patagonia, and is a perfect type of the 
Patagonian Indian, boing 6 feet 8 
inches in height. 
Ho is of very heavy 
build, his voice is remarkably sonor­ 
ous, and his hair, now white, reaches 
far down his back, and is very coarse. 
For about fifty years 
this Indian 
worked in tho copper region, and ho 
also worked in the silver mines for 
twenty-five years. 
He has learned to 
spcaK the Spanish language. 
Men 
th at knew him fifty years ago say that 
he could make a running leap of thirty 
feet with much ease, and many are the 
tales of his strength. 
Old native In­ 
dians say that their grandfathers have 
spoken of him as being old in their 
youth. 
Some of tho oldest Spanish 
settlers in the region remember him 
to have been gray-haired when, sev­ 
enty-five years ago, he, with about 
sixty or seventy other Patagonians, 
was induced to come and work in the 
copper mines. 
Happole says he can 
remember a Spanish Catholic mission­ 
ary named 
Alondez 
who traveled 
through Patagonia. 
It has been found 
th at this was in the years 1748-49. 
The first and largest part of his life he 
was uncivilized, obtaining his living 
by the chase.”

TO UNVEIL THE GRANT STATUE. 


WILL IT SHUT OUT EXHIBITS? 


P ossible Effects o f th e M cK inley B ill on 
th e W orld’s Fair. 
W a s h in g to n , May 13.—In the Eng­ 
lish House of Commons Saturday, JesM 
Collins, a liberal member, Interrogated 
the government 
as to w hether they 
would take any steps to encourage Brit 
ish m anufacturers to send exhibits to 
the world's fair at Chicago if the Mc­ 
Kinley tariff bill should become a law, 
and thus practically prohibit the impor­ 
tation of British goods. 
Sir Jam es Fer­ 
guson, secretary of tho foreign office, 
Mid the question could be determ ined 
only after an invitation to take part in 
the fair was received from the Ameri­ 
can government. 
I t was probable, he 
said, th a t British m anufacturers would 
be deterred from sending exhibits if the 
tariff precluded profitable sales in Amer 
ca. 
Senator Sherman, the -chairm an of 
the Senate committee on foreign re- 
latioi.s, and Mr. Hitt, chairm an of the 
House 
committee on foreign affairs, 
were asked to-day w hat they thought of 
it: 
Senator Sherman replied: 
“ I saw 
an account of the incident you refer to. 
I t is not significant to me. 
T he English 
statesmen have not seen the text of the 
House revenue bill yet. 
They do not 
know w hat it is. and therefore w hat any 
of them may say at this time must not 
be taken as meaning much 
T he Mc­ 
Kinley bill changes existing tariffs upon 
certain grades of cotton and woolen 
Roods, glassware, and some other a r­ 
ticles. but its effect on importation will 
not be in any way so remarkable as to 
make it a subject of British retaliatory 
legislation against the Chicago world’s 
fair. 
“ I suppose th at if we had free trade 
the foreign exhibits of manufactured ar­ 
ticles would be increased, and to w hat­ 
ever extent Mr. McKinley’s bill affects 
Importations adversely, to that extent 
I presume, will possible foreign exhibit­ 
ors be discouraged. 
I liavo no doubt, 
however, th at the invitation of our gov­ 
ernment to the British government to 


,o!n In this International exposition 
will bo accepted In th e same highly 
friendly and courteous spirit in which it 
is offered. 
The exhibits made will de­ 
pend upon individual m anufacturers.” 
Mr. B itt said it was a m atter of busi­ 
ness with exhibitors.

money in exhibitions just as they did In 
other species of advertising.

The Chancellor Declares Ills Position on

said 
lie agreed 
with Prince Bismarck that such policy 
could only he maintained with tho sup­ 
port of the nation., 
As matters now stood Hie government 
could not retreat from its position 
regard to 
colonial affairs without the 
loss of honor and money. 
No change of 
his views on the system was to be 
any way implied from his assumption of 
office. 
T he government would every­ 
where respect foreign rights and pro­ 
tect German rights.

For an estimated population of 
37,000.000 this is about $19 per year for 
each inhabitant, or nearly $85 per head 
of family.

that of England it is so merely because

odious salt tax. Farmers, why not join 
with James A. Garfield and Levi P .

One who does not know anything 
about the price of salt might enppose 
from the foregoing note that it is an ex­ 
pensive necessity. Of course the free 
trade paper was very cartful not to say 
one word about the price of Belt to farm­ 
ers, To give it would knock its argn 
meat fist. 
It woald rather t ilk about an 
85 per cent duty on that article, for that 
“Tax” would seem like doubling up the 
pnoe of salt, aud deception is what the 
free trade paper wants to practice.

W ISC O N SIN SUG AR BEETS. 


F re e A n a ly sis o f S u g a r B e e t a t th e E x p eri­ 
m en t S ta tio n . 
To the Editor. 
The subject of sugar production from 
the beet is, very properly, attracting 
considerable attention at this time, and 
many of our farmers are desirous cf as­ 
certaining whether their soil and local 
conditions arc suitable to the growth 
of beets rich iu sugar. This is a most 
important topic, aud the first that should 
be looked iuto conspiring the subject 
of producing sugar from tbe]he<.t. In 
order to h:lp the cause along, the Wi*- 
conein Agricultural Experiment ^Station 
offers to make analyses of sugar beets 
grown within the state, which may be 
sent to it nsxt fall, free of charge.

One feature of railroad trafic, says the 
Chicago Fvening Pos;, has been devel­ 
oped very rapidly of late to whioh very 
little general attention has bean paid 
and which, in fact, tho public has little 
or no knowledge. This is connected 
with the southern fruit trade, of which 
Chicago is now getting a largo share 
this city being the distributing point f >r 
the west and northwest a* well as for the 
states immediately east of us, including 
Indium , Michigan and a good portion of 
Ohio. In speaking of this growing trade 
Mr. Hartwell Oaboin, contract ag freight 
agent of the Eart renae83ee, Virginia & 
Gaogia railway, said: 
“ The project of bringing fruit from 
Florida to Ollie \go was started about 
1880, but brios that time the facilities 
have greasy increased, until now there 
ais three iine3 of railway, Well equipped 
an i making good time, engaged in the 
trade. These three are the Louisville A 
Nashville, the East Tennessee, Virginia 
& Georgia and the Illinois Central. In 
the winter they handle the orange baal 
ness, in the spriug vegetable and fruit 
and in the summer melons. It is only 
within the last two or three 
years 
that the different 
lines 
have, 
as 
you 
might 
say. 
merged 
them­ 
selves into three distinct line?, so as to 
make absolutely fast tim?. 
What is 
known as the Plant system, including 
the Savannah, Florida & Western Rail­ 
way, the Charleston & (Savannah Rail­ 
way, the Brunswick A Western Railway, 
tho SjQlh Florida Railway, and several 
steamship lines connected with them, 
has gone into this trade. Their idea iB 
to take the fruit from Flotida and d i­ 
luter it to the eastern aud western states. 
They have of lite developed that system 
by extending it frsm tho port of Tampa 
through to Caba and the West Indies 
and South American ports. 
“Bananas are brought direct from the 
West Indies1. That trade i3 in competi­ 
tion with the New Orleans market and 
has some slight advantage in the way of 
cheaper steamihip travel. 
The time 
from Tampa to Chicago so far has aver­ 
aged less than ninety hours and the bus­ 
iness promises to be a permanent one 
and to be an important addit on to 
the resources of Chicago in the fruit 
line, 
because 
a Little later in the 
sesson oranges can ba brought from Ja ­ 
maica and the West Indies to be fol­ 
lowed, it is hoped,by shipments of other 
tropical frails and coffee. 
The crop of 
oranges shipped to the northwest has in­ 
creased from three hundred or four hun­ 
dred cars to one thousand ears in the 
season, and th9 melon business has el so 
largely increased. The crop marketed 
laid year from Georgia points amounts to 
□early eight thousand oars of melons, a 
large proportion of which came west. 
The crop this year promises to be equally 
large. 
Chicago is the distributing point 
for the eoutbern fruit for the west and 
northwest, and it is rapidly becoming the 
largest distributing point in this whole 
section of the country. I have a tele­ 
gram here showing that it is taking over 
one-half of all the shipments, the other 
half being distributed among a great 
many points. 
I expect to see this trade 
with Chicago amount to 5,000 cars in the 
season, the average value per oar being, 
say 8100, so that the trade will amount to 
8500,000 a season, which for one simple 
industry is quite an item.
